This done ( as in diſlike 
of che fa and misgovernment of the 
new King ) he reſumed the ſcepter, 
and ſo-was content ( as in favour to

Secondly, concerning the lands, 
goods , and other poſſefhions of the 
commons, they anſwer the name,and 
lie commen indeed , without any 
fenſe againſt the rapine and ſpoil 
not onely of the higheſt , bur 07 his 
Nobilitie, officers, and fouldiers.

The great oppreſſion over thef 
poore Commons maketh them. to 
have no courage in following their 
trades : for that the more they. have, 
the more danger they are in,not one- 
ly of: their goods, but of their lives 
alſo: And if. they have. any bars

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thy conceal it all they can , ſome» 
times conveying it into Monaſte- 
ries, ſometimes hiding it under the 
ground , and in woods, as men are 
wont to do where they are in fear of 
forein invaſion : in ſo. much that ma» 
ny times-you ſhall ſee them afraid to 
be known to any Boiarer or Gentle- 
man of ſuch commodities as they 
have to ſell. I have ſeen them ſome- 
times when they have laid open their 
commodities for a:liking ( as their 

rincipall furres and- ſuch like) to 
9 ſtill behind them, and towards 
every doore, as men in ſome fear, 
that looked to be ſet upon, and ſur- 


Priſed by ſome enemie; Whereof ask- 


ing the cauſe, I found it to be this, 
That they have doubted leſt ſome 
Nobleman or Sinabojarskey. of the 
Emperour had been in.companie, and 
ſo laid a train for them-to prey upon 
their commodities perforce. | 
This maketh the people (though 
otherwiſe hardened to bear any coil.) 
to give themſelves muchto- idlenefle 
and drinking, as paſſing for no more 
then from hand to mouth. And here- 
of. it cometh that the commodities 
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of Ruſſia ( as Was ſaid before ). ag 
wax, tallow, hides, flax, hemp, &«,, 
grow 2nd go abroad in farre lefſe. 
plentie then they were wont to do, 
becauſe the people, being oppreſſed 
and ſpoiled af their gettings , are 
diſcouraged from their labours. Yet 
this ene thing is much. to be noted, 
that in. all this oppreſſion there were 
three brethren Merchants of late 
that traded together with. one ſtock 
in common , 'that were found ro be 
worch 300000, rubbels in money, 
beſides lands, cattels, and other com» , 
modities. Which may partly be /im- 
putedto their dwellings farre off from 
the eye of the Court, viz. in Wicbidld 
a 1090. miles from Mosko,and more, 
The ſame are (aid by thoſe that knew 
them'-ta have fer. on work all the year 
long ten thouſand men in making of 
ſalt, carriages by cart, and boatyhew- 
ing of wood, and ſuch like, befides 
5000. bondſlayes at the leaſt, to in- 
habite and till their land, They had 
alſo their phyftiens, ſurgeons, apoe 
thecaries , and all manner of artifir 
cers of Dowtcees and others, belong- 
ing unto them. They are laid to _ 
pa 
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paid ro the Egnperour for cuſtome to 
the ſumme of 23000, rubbels a year 
( for which cauſe thr y were ſuffered 
to enjoy their trade ) befides the 
maintaining of certain garriſons on 
the borders of Siberia, which were 
near umo them, Wherein the Empe- 
rour was content to uſe their purſe, 
tilt fuch time as they had got ground 
in S7beria, and made it habitable, by 
burning, and cutting down woods 
fromW:ichida to Perm, above a 10009. 
verſe, and then took it all away from 
them perforces 
But this in the end being envied 
and diſdained, as a matter not ſtand- 
ing with their pollicie to have any fo 
great, ſpecially a Mouſich, the Em- 
perour began firſt to pull from thenr 
by pieces, ſometimes 20000 rubbels 
ata time, ſometime more; till in the 
end their ſons that now are, are well 
eaſed of their ſtock, and have but 
ſmall part of their fathers ſubſtance, 
the reſt being drawn all into the Em- 
perours arr 0a Their names were 
Tacove, Grezorie, and Simon the 
ſonnes of Onyha. 
For the qualitie of their people 
| otherwiſe, 
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otherwiſe, though there ſeemeth to 
be in them ſome aptneſfe to receive 
any art ( as appeareth by the natural! 


wits in the men, and very children) 


yet they excell in no kind of com 
man art, much lefle in any learni 

or lircrall kind of knowledge: which 
they are kept from of purpoſe,as they 
are alſo from all milirarie praQiſe, 
that they may be fatter for the ſervik 
condition wherein now they are, and 
have neither reaſon nor yalour to at- 
tempt innovation. For this purpoſe 
alſo th:y are kept from travelling 
that they may learn nothing, nor ſc 
the faſhions of other Countreys 4 
broad. You ſhall ſeldome ſce a Ruſſes 


traveller,except he be with ſome An 


baſadour, or that he make a (ca 

out of his Countrey. Which hard] 
he can do, by reaſon of the borders 
that are watched ſonarrowly , and 
the puniſhment for any ſuch attempt, 
whichis death if he be taken, and all 
his goods confiſcate. Onely they leam 
to write, and to reade, and thar very 
few of them. Neither do they ſuffr 
any ſtranger willingly to come into 
their realm out of any civill Coun- 


trey, 
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erey , for the ſame cauſe, further then 
necefſitie of uttering their commod1- 
tics, and taking in of forein doth 
enforce them to dos 

And therefore this year 1589. they 
conſulced about the removing of all 
Merchants ftrangers to the border 
towns, to abide and have their ref1- 
dencie there, and to be more wary in 
admitting other ſtrangers hereafter 
into the Inland parts of the realm, 
for fear of infe&idn with better man- 
ners and qualities then they have of 
their own. For the ſame purpoſe aiſo 
they are kept within the bounds of 
their degree by the laws of their 
countrey, fo that the ſonne of a Mov- 
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fch, artificer or husband van, is ever 
a Moufich, artificer, &c. and hath no 
means to aſpire any higher, except, 
having learned to write and read, he 
attain to the preferment of a Prieſt, 
or Dyack, Their language is all one 
with the Slavonan, which is thought 
to have been derived from the Ruſſe 
tongne , rather then the Ruſſe from 
the S/avontan, For the people called 
S$clavi, are known to have had their 


beginning out of Sarmatia, and to

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have termed themſelyes of their con 
queſt Sc/avos, that is, famous or pl 
rious, of the word Sclava, which i 
the Ruſſe and Slatonian tongue ſign 
fieth as much as Glory, or Fam, 
Though afcerwards being ſubdue 
and trod upon by divers nations, tle 
Italians their neighbours have'turne 
the word to a contrary fignification, 
and term every ſervant or peaſant by 
the name of Slave, as did the Rs 
wanes by. the Getes and Syrians, fa 
the ſame reaſon. The Ruſſe charatu 
or letter is no. other then the Greeh, 
fomewhar diſtorted. 

Concerning their trades, diet, ap 
parrell, and ſuch likezit is to be notel

——_— courts of civill juſtice for 
matters of contrac, and other 
of like ſort, are: of three kinds, the 
one being” fubje&t unto the other by 
way of. appeal. The loweſt, Courr 
( tharſeems ta be appointec for ſome 
eaſe to the' SubjeRts ) is the office of 
the Gubnoy Start, that fignifieth an 
Alderman, and of-rhe Sotshoy Sta- 
raft; or Bailiff of the Soak or Hun=- 
dred, whereof I ſpake before in the 
ordering of the Provinces. "Theſe 
may end matters among their neigh» 
boars within their Soak, or ſeverall 
Hundred:, where they are appointed 
under 
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under the Dukes and Diacks of the 
Provinces, to whom the partics may 
remoye their matter, if they cannot 
be agreed by the ſaid Gxbnuy or Sotfe 
koy Starnft. 

-The ſecond is kept in the head 
towns of every Province or Shire by 
the (aid Dukes and Diacks, that art 
deputies to the foure Lords of the 
Chetfirds, as before was ſaid, From 
theſe courts they may appeal and re 
move their ſuits to the chief Cour, 
that is kept at the Mo5ko, where ar 
reſident the officers of the foure Chet 
firds. Theſe are the chief Juſtices'a 
Judges, every of them in all civil 
matters that grow within their ſeve- 
rall Chet fizd or quarter, and may be 
either commenced originally. before 
them, or proſecured our of the infe- 
riour Courts of the Shires by way df, 
appeal, 

Their commencing and proceed 
ing in civill a@ions is on this mans 
ner Firſt, the plaintiff puttetb up his 
ſupp'ication , wherein he declareth 
the effe& of his cauſe, or wrong done 
unto him, Whereupon is :granted 
unto him a Wepis, or warrant, whid 
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| he delivereth to the Prefiave, or Ser- 


geant,to do the arreſt upon the partie 


|whom he meancth to implead, who 


upon the arreſt is ro put in ſureties 
toanſwer the day appointed, or elſe 
ſtandeth art the Sergeants devotion, 
to be kept ſafe by ſuch means as he 
thinketh good, 

The Sergeants are many, and ex- 
cell for their hard and cruell dealing 
towards their priſoners 3 commonly 
they clap irons upon them, as many 
as they can bear , to wring out of 
them ' Ss larger fees, Though it be 
but for {ix pence, you ſhall ſee them 
go with chains on their legs, arms, 
and neck. When they come before 
the Judge , the plaintiff beginnerh 
to declare his matter after the con- 
tent of his ſupplication, As for At- 
turneys, Counſellours, Procura- 
tours and Advocates to plead their 
cauſe for them, they have no ſuch or- 
der, but every man is to tell his own 
tale, and plead for himſelf ſo well as 
he can. 

If they have any witnefle, or other 
evidence, they produce it before the 
Judge. If they have none, or if =

diſcerned by the plea, or eyidence on 
both. parts., then the. Judge: askerh 
either partie (, which he thinketh 
good, plaintife or defendant ) whe:
